constructed in the next 16 years at 
a cost of 33 billion dollars. 


Basically this is a type of public 


works all of us believe in; never- 
theless, we opposed the program as 
originally projected and as finally 
f 


nacted — and are repeating our 
osition just for the record, now 


that the bill is about to become 
law. 


In the first 
place, the federal 


government has an endless thirst 
for power — and it is noteworthy 
that after every 
war the central 


authorities dream 
up every con- 


ceivable excuse for perpetuating 
the special taxing and spending 
grants the people 
gave them for 


war emergency only.

constructed the finest highway net- 
work found on any continent, and

You are warned here and now 
that this new program will be run 
out of Washington, with little

If the gasoline tax is upped lc 


a gallon come next Monday, why, 
in the new few years it is almost 
certain to be increased by lOc or 
jwen more. The reason is obvious: 
The upcoming Ic-a-gallon increase 
is predicated on the starting pro- 
gram, which calls for the federal 
government to put up 90% of the 
road cost while the states put up 
only 10%. But the history of every
